A CURE FOR STOOPING 


SHOULDERS. 

THE spine. has been compared to the mast of a ship, 
held in place by powers outside itself. The mast is kept 
in position by ropes ; the spine by the muscles. Plainly, 
then, whatever tends to develop and strengthen the 
muscles is the proper treatment for straightening the 
forward curvature of the spine, which results in the 
stooping’ shoulders. ‘ 

Only by: patient and persistent exercise can the habit 
be overcome, Indeed, Dr. Lewis is authority, for the 
statement that “ exercise is the only effective treatment, 
and the best exercise is found in carrying a weight on 
the top of the head.”

WORKING WITH WATER. 


Iw one direction, at all events, we can show the Ameri- 


‘cans that we are along way ahead of them.. ‘They oan 
give us points where 
matter of hydraulic power—well, to use an expression of 
their own, we can walk round them. 


ectricity is ‘concerned, but in the 


. ‘They have come over here, they have examined the 


workings of the London Hydraulic Power Company; and 
they:have gone back to their own country with. the 
humiliating knowledge that we have taught them: some- 
thing, So in New York they are going to go one better. 


“I ‘sup there is not one person in a thousand in 


London who'knows anything about the enormous quantity 
of, water daily pumped beneath his very feet for driving 
all sorts of machinery. There aro seventy miles of mains 
alone, not counting the various off-shooting pipes that 
connect up consumers’ houses, and the water rushes 
through these at a pressure of 700 Ibs. to the square inch. 


‘The other day I made a tour of one‘of the five :pump- 


“ing stations owned by the Hydraulic Power’ Company— 
the only company of . the sort. in London, ‘and with but 
three rivals inthe whole of England.. 


First of all:I introduced myself to the chief engineer, 


who, by-the-bye, has bye ‘come back from British 


Columbia, where he had P. WW. sent to him by friends at 
home every week. I said I had come for a few minutes 
to get a rough idea of how the thing worked ; but it was 
two hours before I got away, so many processes were 
there to see through which the water went before it left 
the station. . 

This particular. station is close to the. Houses of Parlia- 
ment, right alongside theriver. A big shaft goes down 
about forty feet, lined with sheets of iron, containing a 
couple of pumps that force:the water up into enormous 
tanks on the roof of the building. ‘. 

When I had clambered out of.this dismal hole, I wen 
up to see what sapponed to the water on the roof. The 
air around.the tanks was. impregnated with iron, which 
came’ out ‘of the reddish brown water that fell from a 

dicular pipe,:over three cups, into the tank. . 
ow, as I-have just :said, the water is here of a dirty 
colour, and quite unfit for. sending: along the pipes ; so 
it is drawn off into a big boiler and mixed with a 
stream of lime and water that is continually being pumped 
into it. 

From the boiler it is conducted toa filter. The filtering 
is done by passing the water through coarse hempen cloth 
on which the lime is’ deposited, and the cost is about a 
penny per thousand gallons.. ; ' 

After the water leaves the filter it is sent through pi 
upstairs again into big. tanks containing about twelve 
inches of charcoal, for, although the water looks fresh and 

kling enough, it still contains a trace of the oil from 

e machines that work the pumps, in spite of its thorough 
filtering. 

Neighbouring tanks then receive it, and from them itis 
drawn off to feed the boilers of the engines on the 
premises and to supply consumers. 
incedh ecuiedins bo sighiy-deca aber pro a 

ough something like eighty feet above is 
nothing like euticrent to bef use as motive power. 80 
powerful engines are. called into requisition, and pump 
the water on the following principle :— ° 

A short distance from the ‘engine the pipe h 
which the water is pumped from the tank. joins 
street mains, which are all connected with one. another. 
The mains are also connected by a branch pipe to an 
accumulator, that is,a heavy round vessel led to a 
pressure of 750lbs. to the square inch, and sliding up 
and down, like a lift, according to the quantity of water 
pumped by the engines. ; 

Hydraulic power is used principally for working lifts 
and cranes, and for driving pumps and general machinery, 
also for electric lighting. 

The water, after it has been used by a consumer, passes 
through a meter and then runs to waste, for it is not 
worth while laying additional pipes to return it to the 
pumping stations, The charges are made according to 
the uumber of thousand gallons used, the minimum being 
£1 5s. for 3,000 gallons. 

Speaking of cost, it is rather interesting to note that 
in many cases the cost of lifting by the company's power 
is as low as a farthing per ton raised fifty feet high! 

Just: to give you some idea of the growth of this sort 
of power, the number of gallons delivered per week iu 
1884 averaged jnst over 300,000, and the number of 
machines in use was uinety-six. “At the present moment 
more than. 7,000,000: gallons of water -pass through the 
company's mains iu seven days, supplying ‘nearly two 
thousand machines. 

Another use for this high-pressure system has recently 
been discussed by the County Council, aud that is the 
connection of the ordinary mains with those of the 
Hydraulic Company. By this means a small jet of high- 
pressure water will be made to coalesce with the water 
supply and increase the throwing power from the nuzzle 
of the hose tremendously. 
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Makes many friends—and keeps them.
